The first portion of the fishing fleet 
passed safely. Then the Russian ships 
turned their searchlights on the Brit­ 
ish vessels for some time and a little 
later opened fire. 
The steam trawler 
Crane was sunk and the decapitated 
bodies of her skipper and mate have 
been brought to Hull. 
The boatswain 
and other members of the crew who 
are understood to be seriously wound­ 
ed, are on board a mission ship. 
The 
only slightly injured member of the 
crew has arrived at Hull. 
The steam trawlers Moulmein and 
Mlno have arrived at Hull seriously 
damaged by shots, the latter having 
sixteen holes in her hull 
It is feared 
that other damage was done to trawl­ 
ers and that at least one more was lost 
with all hands. 
The news has created an intense 
sensation 
and 
indignation 
in 
Hull. 
The Moulmein arrived with her flag 
at half-mast. 
Her skipper states that 
the trawlers were fishing about 220 
miles east by north of Sourn Head at 
one o’clock 
Saturday morning, the 
weather being hazy, when the outlines 
of several vessels, apparently war­ 
ships, sailing In a line, were dimly 
seen. 
While the crew were watching the 
warships, searchlights were flashed 
upon them. In the glare of which the 
Moulmein’s crew observed what they 
took to be torpedo boats approaching, 
apparently with the Intention of board­ 
ing the 
Moulmein. 
They 
steamed 
away, however, and soon the fisher­ 
men were horrified to find they were 
being fired upon. 
First one and then 
another trawler was struck by flying 
shot. What seemed to be a round shot 
went through the Moulmein’s gallery. 
The Mlno. lying near by. also was 
■truck with many shots, but fortunate­ 
ly the damage was above her w&ter 
line and none of her crew was struck. 
The bombardment lasted about twenty 
minutes. When it had ceased the fleet 
sailed southward, and some of the 
trawlers sent up rockets 
The Moul­ 
mein steered in the direction of the 
rockets. 
Soon cries were heard, and 
the Crane was found sinking, with an­ 
other trawler taking off some of her 
crew. 
Those seriously injured were 
removed to a mission ship and the 
bodies of Smith and Leggett were 
placed aboard the Moulmein. 
No mo­ 
tive can be assigned for the extra­ 
ordinary procedure of the Russian 
warships. From interviews with mem­ 
bers of trawler crews, it appears that 
the admiral of the fishing fleet turned 
green flares to show that they were 
harmless fishermen, but these signals 
were ignored. 
Eighteen injured men 
are here under-treatment. 
One trawl- | 
er, the Wren, is missing, and it is 
feared she has been sunk. There is a 
rumor that the “Great Northern” fish-1 
ing fleet was also chased by the Rus- j 
slans. 
This report has not yet been ! 
confirmed. 


BRITISH AMAZEMENT 


Inexplicable Act May Be Regarded as 
a Casus Belli. 
London, Oct. 24.—The first reports 
of the firing by Russian war vessels 
upon a British fishing fleet received 
In London were regarded as almost in­ 
credible. 
When, however, cumulative 


evidence no longer left doubt of the 
general accuracy of the report, aston­ 
ishment became bewilderment as to 
what possible motive could have led 
Russian officers into such an extraordi­ 
nary and inexplicable course of action, 
which unless a satisfactory explana­ 
tion Is immediately forthcoming, must 
be regarded as an act of war. 
This is 
the view taken editorially by all the 
morning papers. 
The worst feature 
of the story as viewed here is the 
heartlessness displayed by the Russian 
fleet In steaming away without taking 
the trouble to ascertain even whether 
their fire had inflicted any damage and 
without any effort to rescue the vic­ 
tims. 
While admitting the necessity of a 
suspension of Judgment for investiga­ 
tion and explanation, the newspapers 
are unanimous in demanding that the
